Seat Belt Proving Its Value in 
Helping Serve Lives on Highways 


MILWAUKEE (AP)—A woman 


drove the family car along a city 
street, it veered slightly, a wheel 
struck the.curb and a door swung 
open. She bounced helplessly to 
the concrete. Cause of death: 
fractured skull. 


On a country road, a Wiscon- 


sin t r a f f i c patrol squad car 
shrieked after a fugitive at speeds 
close to 100 miles an hour. An- 
other car blundered out of a side 
road, the patrol car slanted off 
the road, struck a utility pole, 
spun through a field and back 
onto the highway, upside down 
and • a total wreck.

duty in another car.

life and death were very close 
together. Only a seat belt sepa- 
rated them. The woman had none, 
and died.

That summarizes the record of

"I am proud to have signed the

Sir Oliver Franks came to the Fox 


Cities last week with something very im- 
portant to say, and he said it extraordinar: 
ily well. The former British ambassador 
to this country, who now is one of Eng- 
land's leading bankers, brought news that 
—assuming his views are rooted in reality 
.—is extremely encouraging to those of us 
in the United States who have wished for 
greater unity, both political and economic, 
among the free nations of Europe. 


Sir Oliver came here under the auspices 


of Lawrence College and the Post-Crescent, 
as one of a succession of distinguished 
visitors to appear on the "America and the 
World Community" program. With each 
succeeding event in the series-we become 
more" convinced of its worth, and more 
proud to have played a part in launching 
this quite unique experiment in helping 
our community understand the complex- 
ities" of a world in which our nation, and 
we as part of that nation, are becoming 
ever more involved. 


Sir Oliver made two important points 


atiout the rapidly-developing European 
Common Market: (1-) That the impetus 
behind the Common Market is primarily 
political rather than economic; and (2) 
That the methods by which the Common 
Market nations are achieving ever greater 
unity constitutes something quite new in 
international relations. 
• ' Most Americans, we think, have viewed 
the Common Market as a sort of glorified 
customs union, in other words an arrange- 
ment whereby certain 
countries have 


agreed with their neighbors to reduce 
tariffs and other trade restrictions among 
themselves. Sir Oliver insists that this is a 
superficial view of what is going on in 
Europe. He strongly implies that the peo- 
ple who have shaped the Common Market 
have, in mind something of considerably 
greater magnitude; that in fact they are 
cheating a new political force in the world 
which might ultimately become at least 
tSe equivalent of a "United States of 
Europe." ' 


^ At this point an American naturally 


aiks, "Why don't they say so?" It is in 
attempting to answer this question that 
Sir .Oliver approaches his second point. 
Americans, because of their history, tend 
to think of political unification movements 
in terms of blueprints and "all at once" 
achievement. In other words, Americans 
tend ,to wonder why the Europeans, if they 
are thinking in terms of political unity, 
don't call a constitutional convention as we 
did in 1789 and get the job done with 
reasonable dispatch.

the future. When the Common Market 
nations have agreed among themselves 
that a given area of activity should receive 
the "Common Market treatment," they set 
up an international commission and turn 
over to it full authority to regulate activ- 
ities in that area. Thus they began with 
the production and marketing of coal and 
steel (the European Coal and Steel Com- 
munity), went on to atomic energy (EURA- 
TOM), and most recently have agreed that 
the prices of key agricultural products 
throughout the six nations shall be set by 
an international commission sitting in 
Brussels. 


Actually, each of the nations is giving 


up some of its sovereignty piece by piece. 
If England joins, which now seems likely, 
and is followed by Denmark and Norway 
as also "seems likely, there will be created 
a highly industrialized, militarily potent 
entity with around 250 million population. 


It is not difficult to conceive how the 


emergence of such an entity will change 
radically the present power relationships 
in the world — economic, political and 
military. A European Union owning one of 
the world's great industrial complexes, and 
with 250 million literate, highly skilled 
people, 
could potentially 
outstrip 
the 


United States itself in sheer power, and in 
the capacity for world leadership.

Left to himself, the odds are 


that he will, after providing for 
food, shelter, raiment, medical 
bills and car fare, fritter the 
rest away on some showy trink- 
ets that will deepen th'e impres- 
sion of the "ugly American" that 
is even now losing the cold war 
for us. How can we possibly 
justify this in an era when the 
government stands ready to pro-

You won't plug up the loop- 


holes by such weaseling devices 
as a lousy 20 per cent withhold- 
ing of dividends, either.

Famed Punter, 
Patrick O'Dea 
Succumbs, 90 


Former UW Great 
Dies One Day After 
Fame Hall Election 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Pat- 


rick ' John ""O'Dea"; 
Wiscbnsfi^s 


famed punter and drop kicker at 
the turn of the century, died 
Wednesday just one day after it 
was announced he• had been 
elected 
to Football's Hall of 


Fame. 


Ninety years old last St. Pat- 


rick's Day, March 17, O'Dea re- 
ceived a personal letter of com- 
mendation from President Ken- 
nedy. 


Records show he could punt the 


length of the field, 100 yards, and 
drop- 'kick accurately into the 
teeth of a blizzard. 


But a fact known to few sports- 


writers was-the sensation created 
in 1934 when O'Dea was discov- 
ered in the northern California 
lumbering . community of West- 
wood after a disappearance of 17 
years. 


It was Bill Leiser, sports editor 


of the San Francisco Chromcel,

who revealed O'Dea's new life as 
a lumber company accountant in 
Westwood under the name of 
Charles J. Mitchell. 


Practiced Law 


O'Dea had come to San Fran- 


cisco in 1906 and practiced law. 
He was supposed to have joined 
an Australian army unit passing 
through San Francisco in 1917. In- 
stead, he told Leiser, he quietly 
went to Westwood and became an 
accountant for the Red River 
Lumber Company.

ever, and the statements issued 
from Washington are full of wish- 
ful thinking and political implica- 
tions. So it's difficult: to sift the 
data and come up with a clear 
answer to what's really happen- 
ed — let alone what's going to 
happen in business, even within 
a year. 


A couple of months ago, for in- 


stance, the Kennedy administra- 
tion was issuing -some .glowing 
forecasts about the! national out- 
put for 1962 and about the up- 
ward trend of the economy. But 
now it seems that these same 
forecasts 
were- /too 
optimistic. 


Thus, a dispatch sent a few-days 
ago said:

• Recent Failiire 


"Commerce Secretary Hodges 


said today that the recent failure 
of the economy to live up to the 
Kennedy administration's 
fore- 


cast 
probably 
would 
extend 


through June. His statement at 
a news conference was the first 
public acknowledgment'by a high 
official that the administration's 
forecast that the economy would 
rise to between $565 billion and 
$570 billion by midyear was too 
rosy. ... 


"Commerce 
Department ex- 


perts have made a preliminary 
estimate that gross national pro- 
duct rose modestly in January, 
February and March to a new 
high annual rate of $548 billion." 


But how can one get an under- 


standing of what goes on by fo- 
cusing on such big figures alone? 
Obviously, as population grows 
and there is an increased de- 
mand for things, the total volume 
of transactions goes. up. What 
really matters is the profits earn- 
ed'on all -these transactions and 
the number of persons employed 
or unemployed as well as the to- 
tal . personal income available 
with which to buy things. Four 
per cent unemployed means a lot 
of people, even though it looks, 
like a small percentage. Also, 
fairly large "areas of substantial 
and 
persistent unemployment," 


as they are officially labeled by 
the government, number today 
more than 120 throughout 
the 


country. 


Highest Living Costs 


The government reported, too, a 


few days ago that living costs 
had risen to a new high in Feb- 
ruary, and hence the record of 
six months of price stability was 
impaired. This means that the 
purchasing power of the dollar is 
again unsteady. 


Meanwhile/ the U.S. Depart- 


ment of Labor this week reveal- 
ed that manufacturing industries 
increased their work rolls only 
slightly in February and showed 
a disappointing trend downward 
as compared with January. 
It 


said the number of Wrings "de- 
clined somewhat more than sea- 
sonally." 


Now, everybody who follows the 


economic picture closely knows 
that there has been a slump on 
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the durable-goods side. The Ken- 
nedy administration has come up 
with proposals to help encourage 
plant investment temporarily, but 
these are not of the long-range 
kind and do not permit the sort 
of planning that would really ex- 
pand the economy. 


No Gain in Profits 


When the volume of business, 


moreover, is merely increased in 
quantity without increasing total 
profits, the tax revenues which 
the U.S. Treasury expects to re- 
ceive are bound to be disap- 
pointing. Already the 1963 federal 
budget — originally predicted by 
President Kennedy as likely to be 
balanced — 'now is expected to 
be deep in the red. 


As for profits, the First Na- 


tional City Bank of New York 
has a staff of able and 'impar- 
tial economists who regularly 
make a comprehensive study of 
the profit picture. The bank's let- 
ter for April, just released, tells 
the naked truth about profits as 
follows: 


"Currently, there is much talk 


of corporate profits surpassing 
all previous records. Both gov- 
ernment and private economists 
have forecast pre-tax profits for 
1962 far exceeding the previous 
peak of $46.8 billion in 1959. Pres- 
ident Kennedy, at a news con- 
ference last month, cited news- 
paper reports that profits in the 
fourth quarter had, already sur- 
passed 
the previous quarterly 


peak of $51.5 billion reached in 
the second quarter of 1959 just 
before the steel strike. 


Inflation 


'But all this talk of new re- 


cords should not be permitted to 
obscure the fact that corporate 
earnings have failed to keep up 
with other indices of economic 
growth in the postwar period. 
Rising prices in recent years 
have inflated dollar figures. This 
has tended to hide the fact that 
profits have actually been losing
